3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art to the claimed invention is Lee et al. (July, 2002). Optimal 
Compartment Layout Design for a Naval Ship Using an Improved Genetic Algorithm. 
Marine Technology 39(3): 159-169 (herein Lee ), Rapeli US 6,105,525, Advanced 
Surface ship Evaluation Tool (ASSET) Ship Design Synthesis Programs, 12/15/1996 
(herein ASSET). However Lee, Rapeli , and ASSET neither alone or in combination, fail 
to disclose or teach the step of calculating/estimating the total storeroom deck area 
required for each rectangular storeroom type with respect to the calculated/estimated 
longitudinal ship section where the calculated/estimated total storeroom deck area is a 
product of summing the calculations of the estimated said total stowage aid deck area 
required for each said stowage aid type, multiplied by the designated said sectional 
percentage for each said rectangular storeroom type, and divided by the estimated said 
compartment utilization factor for each said rectangular storeroom type as recited in the 
claims (more specifically as recited in independent claims 1,15 and 34).
